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Tins picture, entitled " The Founders and Pioneers of Method- 
ism," is a work of art, in India Ink, designed for the walls of the 
drawing-room. It is composed of portraits of the early historic 
Methodists of both hemispheres, with a few surviving Patriarchs. 
These portraits are drawn on a tablet in concentric ellipses, around 
a common center enlarging c] —onologically to the outer rim. Their 
fine steel tints, and sharply-cut features render them exceedingly 
life-like; auC, interTiinV.ina: with the cm omental scrolls of the de- 
sign, r v <x\u:cc a -^ip.py effect. 

Tir ...r traits were collected and the pic .vra designed and arranged 
by Eev. C. 0. Goss, and executed under his immediate direction. 
In collecting them, during the past seven ye;*rs, over 500 h'b m 
have been written. They consist of Profiles, Lithographs, En.: . <,y- 
ings, Daguerreotypes, Miniatures, and Oil Paintings. The faces on 
the tablet are exact fac-similes of these, reduced to harmony of 
lize, tone and strength. Most of the likenesses have been approved 
by surviving relatives. The cost of the work exceeds $3,000. The 



families permitting the use of these sacred relics, and often sending 
them hundreds of miles, deserve the thanks of the Church — thereby 
enabling so many worthies who toiled for one common object to 
be grouped together and transmitted to posterity. 

Portraits of several historic personages in this group appear 
publicly for the first time. These are the result of numerous calls 
mrough our church papers, by the courtesy of the Editors, and of 
extensive correspondence. Several have been rescued from the 
remnants of St. Memins collection, and from the Euckle sketches. 
Portraits of other, persons equally historic would have appeared 
could such have been found. A profile of Jesse Lee and of some 
others are extant, but years of search have not yet secured them. 

The central group of the picture, is composed of twenty-five por- 
traits of John Wesley, taken at different periods. These are selected 
from the number collected, because the most diverse, and are in- 
serted, that persons may imagine for themselves which best repre- 
sents him. 

The inner circle consists of fourteen portraits of " The Wesley 
Family," which have long been published in England as such. 
The portrait of Susanna Wesley is the one which Mr. Wesley had 
engraved in the year of her death, 1742, a copy of which was given 
to every member meeting in Band. That known in this country for 
a few years past as Mrs. Wesley, is Lady Rudd, second wife of Mr. 
Gwynne, elder Brother of Mrs. Chas. Wesley. See part I, of G. J. 
Stevenson's "City Road Chapel," London. 

The picture also contains thirty-eight portraits of the prominent 
founders of Methodism in its various branches, in England, Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales, as well as the early Missionaries to the various 
parts of the world ; also one hundred and thirty-two founders and 



pioneers of American Methodism, in all of its brandies, together 
with the first Missionaries to Canada and other parts of the earth. 

These early Fathers are encircled by forty-six of the historic 
Mothers of Methodism, both of Europe and America, who shared 
in the privations and participated in the toils of pioneer life. 
These are set in beautiful scrolls, forming a complete finish to 
the picture. Total number of portraits, 255.
